WEDDING ANNIVERSARY 


(Cofktinned from Page 1.) 


Tuesday afternoon Sergeant Ellis Co- 


man of the 116th engineers gave a talk 
before the assembly at the high school 
•oft his experiences in France. 


On June 30, 191?, he enlisted in the 


116th engineers at Portland, Oregon. 
from there he was sent to Camp Lewis, 
Washington, for two weeks, and then 
to North Carolina for training. 
From 


there the regiment was moved to Camp 
Mills, Long Island, to receive their 
•overseas equipment. In five weeks, on 
November 2nth, they were called out 
at 1 o'clock at night, and leaving their 
tents, and camp fires burning, they 
marched in silence three miles to the 
station and traveled on dark trains to 
the deck on board the transport. 


No submarines were seen on the way 


over and they arrived in Franco some 
time in December. The mud was deep 
and sticky, as is its reputation all over 
northern France. The regiment was ftta 
tioned at a small French village. One 
'hundred and forty-two men from each 
company were sent to the front to re 
place the engineers alreay there in bat- 
tle. They were told to pack up one day 
and wore sent to some training trenches 
"behind tho real trenches^ They lived 
under fire for one month and got pretty 
well tired of tho noise. They received 
•their pay while still there, and soon 
ihey were sent to a small French town 
where they were to remain to train 
new troops to replace the exhausted 
Iroops.- Their route to the town lay 
•through Paris. Upon arriving in Paris 
.-the men all disappeared and it took 


seven days to get them back together 
from seeing tho sights. When at the 
•small town, Coman and a lieutenant 
were sent along with a body of 300 re- 
cruits to see that none deserted on the 
way to the trenches. Instead of desert- 
ing, by the time they reached the 
"trenches their number had increased 
-twenty-five per cent.- Evidently some 
soldiers were very anxious to got to the 
front. 
Coman and tho lieutenant were 


•supposed to return promptly to camp, 
~but they got a twelve-hour pass to go 
into the tronches 'and see what it was 
like. They got in all right — right in the 
thickest of 'Chateau Thierry battle, and 


,>they couldn't got out for five daysrby 
^'•which. tiino they had had enoUgh. There 


was no trench work at Chateau 'Thier- 


, fy; it was open fighting. On Coman^s 
,left were the main marines, and on 
'his right wore tho flfth and sixth mar- 
ines. At Chateau Thierry tho famous 
-"Prussian Guard" was broken for tho 
first time.

The first businea venture was tho 


purchase of a small tract of land, con- 
taining forty acres, with very poor 
soil.

Thon camo days of toil in summer's 
heat aiid winter's cold, trying to make 
tho payments on the farm and feeding 
tho now increasing family. 


Up to this time four children 
had 


been born. Then came a great sorrow 
to the family in the death of little 
^Johnnie, aged three. There were few 
dotors and scarcely any nurses in this 
new and sparccly settled country, so 
mother, who was a natural nurse, was 
often called upon to sit by the bedside 
of sorno sick child or to watch with nn 
expectant mother. 


After a few prosperous but strenu- 


ous years, father was compelled on ac- 
count of- health to seek a less arduous 
occupation. Ho decided to dispose of 
the stock and the farm and move to tho 
nearby village of Dysart. 
Hero ho 


built a comfortable house and entered 
into tho grocery business, and later in 
the creamery business with his brother 
Fred Aschenbronnor. . But it was not 
so easy to succeed as it seemed. Tho 
worry of bad debts of the store and the 
deception of tho creamery patrons per- 
suaded him 'that he was not fitted for 
that line of work, so after sacrificing 
greatly in disposing of these properties 
we again wont to the country. 


The farm was ono of the first settled 


upon in that section and was run-down. 
The house, w^nch was quiet largo and 
well built, was situated on a hill and 
was surrounded by stately oak trees. 
Tho old orchard contained many friiit 
trees, which were a delight to the fam- 
ily, who prior to this time had been 
compelled to be satisfied with an occa- 
sional dish of dried prunes or poaches 
for fruit. 


Tho soil of this farm was mostly a 


stiff clay, so it was a discouraging pro- 
cess to farm it at a profit. So when 
in 1885 an offer to exchange a Kunsus 
ranch for it was made the ofTcr was 
accepted. 


A part of tho stock and implements 


wore sold and 
the remainder, with 


household gooils, were loaded into a 
car to bo shipped to Crowluy county, 
Kansas. 
. 


Now camo tho sad 
porting with 


friends and relatives who had long been 
dear to us, and tho leaving for the land 
of strangers. Father -and brother Sam- 
uel wont with the car, and a few days 
later mother with her little band of 
children, now increased to eight, fol- 
lowed. 


It was with foar and trembling that 


we started on our long journey, as we 
wore very inexperienced in tho ways of 
the world. However, the trip was made 
without any serious mishap, and it was 
a very happy family that reassembled 
at tho little house on tho Kansas 
prairie. 


For a time all went well, but disap- 


pointment loomed ahead. Tho chinU 
bugs destroyed tho 
wheat, 
tho hot 


winds burned the corn, and the unpro- 
tected cattle died of tho cold. 


Three years of hardship and crop fail- 


ure were sufficient 
to satisfy 
futhei 


spent there our financial condition was 
not a great deal better than when wo 
arrived. 
The family now began to 


scatter. Our parents wore relieved of 
a grave responsibility, so father began 
to look aboufc for a place where ho 
might spend his remaining years in a 
less strenuous manner. California seem- 
ed to bo that place, so thither they 
camo in the year 1900. Many of you 
know how peaceful father's days have 
been, for ho has owned five different 
orango groves since he came here and 
he has done all the work himself.

Denounced by Deputy District Attor- 


ney A. H. Van" Cott for his alleged par- 
ticipation in ft "conspiracy created in 
a Chicago hotbed of agitation to crip- 
ple tho orange industry of 
Southern 


California," William Goldberg, one of 
seven Russians charged with, disturbing 
the peace in Covina orange groves, was 
sentenced Friday to 30 days in jail and 
ordered to pay a fine of $25 by Justice 
of tho Peace Thomas B. Reed of Co-

berg, who assorted that Goldberg and 
others accused of disturbing tho peace 
"arc being discriminated against by 
tho employer class," filed notice of ap- 
peal to the superior court immediately 
following pronouncement of the sen- 
tence.
